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This is a decision on the petition submitted on July 12, 2004. 

On March 8, 2004, the above-identified application was deposited. 
On May 26, 2004, the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) 
mailed a "Notice of Incomplete Nonproyisional Application - 
Filing Date Not Granted (notice)", advising applicant that the 
application was deposited without drawings, and that a filing 
date would be accorded upon the submission of the drawings. 

On July 12, 2004, Petitioner submitted a "Response to Notice to 
File Missing Parts," along with Figures 1-5 and payment of the 
petition fee.
